Section 1. Section 76-8-318 is enacted to read:
76-8-318. Assault against child welfare worker -- Penalty.

(1) As used in this section:

(a) "Assault" means the same as that term is defined in Section 76-5-102.

(b) "Child welfare worker" means an employee of the Division of Child and Family
